U.S. Living Fat, Dying Younger 


CHICAGO I U.S. life expectancy will fall dra- 
matically in coming years because of obe- 
sity, a startling shift in a long-running trend 
toward longer lives, researchers contend in 
a report published Thursday. 

By their calculations within 50 years 
obesity will shorten the average life span of 
77-b years by at least two to five years. That 
is more than the impact of cancer or heart 
disease, said lead author S. Jay Olshansky, 
a longevity researcher at the University of 
Illinois at Chicago. 

This would reverse the mostly steady 


increase in American life expectancy that 
has occurred in the past two centuries and 
would have tremendous social and economic 
consequences, the study contends. 

Already, the alarming rise in childhood 
obesity is fueling a new trend that has shaved 
four to nine months off the average U.S. life 
span, the researchers say. 

The report appears in the New England 
Journal of Medicine. In an accompanying edi- 
torial, University of Pennsylvania demography 
expert Samuel H. Preston calls the projections 
“excessively gloomy.” lindsey tanner (ap) 


Drilling 
In Arctic 
Advances 

In close vote, Senate gives 
oil industry access to refuge 

WAS H I N GTO N I A closcly divided Senate voted 
Wednesday to approve oil drilling in an Alaska 
wildlife refuge, a major victory for President 
Bush and a stinging defeat for environmental- 
ists who have fought the idea for decades. 

By a 51-49 vote, the Senate put a refuge 
drilling provision in next year’s budget, depriv- 
ing opponents of the chance to use a filibuster 
to try to block it. Filibusters, which require 
60 votes to overcome, have 
been used to defeat drilling 
proposals in the past. 

Sen. Ted Stevens, R- 
Alaska, who has fought 
for 24 years to open the 
Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge to oil companies, 
acknowledged it still could 
be “a long process” before a final drilling mea- 
sure clears Congress. Lawmakers must agree 
on the final budget, something they failed to 
do last year, or Wednesday’s vote would have 
been for naught. 

Also, the House did not include an Arctic 
refuge measure in its budget, a difference 
that will have to be worked out in future 
negotiations. 

Nevertheless, the Senate made clear by 
its vote that a majority now supports tapping 
what is believed to be 10.4 billion barrels of 
oil or more within the refuge’s 1.5 million- 
acre coastal plain, said Sen. Lisa Murkowski, 
R- Alaska. Two years ago, a similar attempt 
to use the budget process to open the refuge 
failed by three votes, h. josef hebert (ap)

Wolfowitz 
Picked for 
Bank Job 

WASHINGTON! President Bush chose 
Paul Wolfowitz on Wednesday to 
head the World Bank, selecting an 
architect of the Iraq war whose hard- 
line foreign policy stance as deputy 
defense secretary has made him a 
target of critics at home and abroad. 

Bush called Wolfowitz “a compas- 
sionate, decent man who will do a 
fine job at the World Bank.” 

But international aid and other 
groups — such as the Mobilization 
for Global Justice and Friends of the 
Earth — as well as some Democrats 
on Capitol Hill voiced concerns 
about the president’s choice to take 
the helm of the 184 -nation develop- 
ment bank. They say Wolfowitz, 61, 
lacks both the development creden- 
tials and collaborative management 
style needed for the job. 

If approved by the bank board, 
Wolfowitz would replace World 
Bank President James Wolfensohn, 
who is stepping down June 1. (ap) 


Robert Blake Acquitted of Murder 


In dramatic end to 
trial, jury clears actor 
in the death of his wife 

LOS ANGELES I A jury acquitted 
tough -guy actor Robert Blake of 
murder in the shooting death of 
his wife four years ago, bringing a 
stunning end to a case that played 
out like pulp fiction. 

The jury on Wednesday also 
acquitted Blake of one charge of try- 
ing to get someone to kill Bonny Lee 
Bakley, but deadlocked on a second 
solicitation charge. The jury voted 


11-1 in favor of acquittal and the 
judge dismissed the count. 

The 71-year-old star of the 1970s 
TV series “Baretta” dropped his 
head, trembled with emotion and 
sobbed heavily as the verdict was 
read. Outside the courthouse, Blake 
thanked his lawyers and private 
investigators, saying “this small band 
of dedicated warriors saved my life.” 

Blake was charged with shooting 
Bakley, 44, in their car outside an 
Italian restaurant on May 4, 2001. 
He faced life in prison. 

No eyewitnesses, blood or 
DNA evidence linked Blake to the

crime. The murder weapon, found 
in a trash bin, could not be traced 
to Blake, and witnesses said the 
minuscule amounts of gunshot resi- 
due found on Blake’s hands could 
have come from a different gun he 
said he carried for protection. 

“They couldn’t put the gun in 
his hand,” jury foreman Thomas 
Nicholson said, adding that the evi- 
dence could “never connect all the

Bush: Iraq Coalition Not Crumbling 


President addresses 
eoncems of allies but 
won’t diseuss timetable 

WASHINGTON I President Bush 
acknowledged Wednesday that 
U.S. allies are anxious to get out 
of Iraq but firmly denied the coali- 
tion was crumbling. He also said 
patience was needed to find a dip- 
lomatic solution to Iran’s nuclear 
program. 


A day after Italy announced 
it would begin withdrawing sol- 
diers from Iraq 
by September, 

Bush refused to 
discuss the tim- 
ing of any U.S. 
pullout. “Our 
troops will come 
home when Iraq 
is capable of 
defending herself,” he said. 

With little advance notice. Bush 


held a news conference in the White 
House briefing room at which he 
defended his Social Security plan, 
expressed concern over high energy 
prices and reasserted his support 
for the death penalty and his oppo- 
sition to gay marriages. 

Bush urged Congress to spend its 
upcoming Easter recess taking the 
public’s pulse about Social Security 
and then return to the Capitol with 
proposals for a long-term fix for the 
program, (ap) 


OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 

President Bush got most of the 
money he wanted for wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan asthe House approved 
an $81.4 billion measure Wednesday, 
pushing the total costforfighting ter- 
rorism over $300 billion. The House 
voted 388-43to send the Senate a bill 
that’s only about $500 million less 
than whatthe president requested. 
The Senate will consider the spending 
package next month, (ap)

TAMPA, FLA. I A State appeals court 
Wednesday refused to block the 
removal of Terri Schiavo’s feeding 
tube later this week, shifting the 
focus in the right-to-die dispute 
to the Legislature. 

The 2nd District Court of Appeal 
in Lakeland turned down a request 
by Bob and Mary Schindler for a 
delay while they pursue further 
appeals, and for a new trial on their 
daughter’s fate. The tube is scheduled 
to be removed on Friday at 1 p.m. 

Florida legislators, meanwhile, 
pressed ahead with bills to block 
Michael Schiavo from having his 
wife’s feeding tube removed. The 
Senate and House were scheduled to 
consider competing bills Thursday. 

Schiavo, 41, suffered severe 
brain damage in 1990 when her 
heart stopped, and lives in a persis- 
tent vegetative state. Her husband 
says she would not want to be kept 
alive artificially. Her parents dispute 
that, and say she could get better, (ap)

Iraqi Parliament Convenes 


Members sworn in on day heralded by mortars 


BAGHDAD I Two years after the fall 
of Saddam Hussein, Iraqi legisla- 
tors were sworn in Wednesday as 
members of the 275 -seat National 
Assembly, vowing to uphold free- 
dom and democracy. But before tak- 
ing their oath, they had to endure 
mortar barrages and wailing air 
raid sirens as insurgents made 
their presence felt. 

The deputies failed to set a date 
to reconvene, did not elect a speaker 


or even nominate a president and 
vice president — all of which they 
had hoped to do. Instead, the ses- 
sion was spent celebrating the 
moment. 

“This day marks a new birth 
for all Iraqis. It marks the birth 
of the parliament,” said Ibrahim 
al-Jaafari, the Shiite politician 
expected to be Iraq’s next prime 
minister. 

Many of the new deputies wore

traditional robes trimmed in gold, 
and mingled with austere Shiite 
clerics in black robes and turbans, 
while nearly all the 85 women law- 
makers wore headscarves. 

President Bush called the session 
a “bright moment” for Iraq. “We’ve 
always said this is a process, and 
today was a step in that process. 
It’s a hopeful moment,” Bush said 
in Washington. 

Insurgents, hoping to disrupt 
the ceremony just before it began, 
Bred seven mortar rounds in quick 
succession at the convention center 
that temporarily houses parliament 
in the heavily fortified Green Zone.

Syrian Agents Leave Beirut

Jet Goes Down in 
Russia, Killing 29 

MOSCOW I An airliner carrying oil 
workers to Russia’s frigid northern 
coast crashed and caught Bre, kill- 
ing 29 of the 53 people on board. 
Survivors used a satellite phone to 
call for rescue from the wreck site 
north of the Arctic Circle, govern- 
ment officials said. 

The two -engine turboprop air- 
craft crashed Wednesday while 


trying to reach an airport near the 
oil port of Varandei in the Nenets 
autonomous region on Russia’s 
Pechora Sea shoreline, some 1,100 
miles northeast of Moscow. 

Citing eyewitnesses, officials said 
the 23 -year- old plane’s tail section 
was falling apart as the craft went 
down. But authorities wouldn’t com- 
ment on the possible cause. 

The passengers were employees 
and contract workers for affiliates of 
Russia’s largest oil company, Lukoil, 
a company spokesman said, (ap) 


JERICHO, WEST BANK I Residents 
of the quiet oasis of Jericho were 
enjoying a rare feeling during four 
years of Palestinian-Israeli conflict 
— freedom to enter their town and 
travel to the rest of the West Bank 
without being checked by Israeli sol- 
diers — after Israel transferred the 
town to Palestinian control. 

The handover of Jericho on 
Wednesday was to be the Brst of Bve 
town transfers. It is a boost for the 
town’s economy and for Palestinian 
leader Mahmoud Abbas, who is try- 
ing to show his people he can get 
results without violence. 

Abbas and Israeli Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon declared a cease-Bre at 


a Feb. 8 summit meeting in Egypt. 
Abbas was in Cairo on Wednesday 
trying to persuade militants from 
Islamic Jihad and Hamas to for- 
mally join the truce. 

In Jericho, meanwhile, residents 
warmly welcomed PalesBnian police 
after Israeli soldiers packed away 
their flags and weapons. 

Palestinian police promised 
to confiscate illegal weapons and 
hand back stolen Israeli cars in com- 
ing days, according to the hando- 
ver agreement. Israel pledged to 
consider removing the remaining 
two roadblocks in a month if the 
Palestinians fulfill their security 
obligations, larasukhtian (ap)

EU Ministers Delay Member

VANCOUVERI After a two -year trial, 
a Canadian judge on Wednesday 
acquitted two Indian-born Sikhs 
of murder and other charges in the 
deaths of 331 people killed when 
bombs exploded aboard an Air 
India plane over the Atlantic and 
at a Tokyo airport 20 years ago. 

British Columbia Supreme Court 
Justice Ian Josephson said the pros- 
ecution’s key witnesses were not 
credible. The bombings were the 
deadliest terrorist strike before the 
Sept. 11 attacks and were Canada’s 
worst case of mass murder. 

Spectators in the courtroom, 
including dozens of victims’ rela- 
tives, gasped when the verdicts were 
read. Some started wailing.

Singh Malik, 58, and Ajaib Singh 
Bagri, 55 — were released. 

Air India Flight 182 from 
Montreal to London exploded 
and crashed off Ireland on June 23, 
1985.

An hour 
earlier, a bomb in baggage intended 
for another Air India flight explod- 
ed in the Narita airport, killing two 
baggage handlers.

KINSHASA, CONGO I Militiamen 
grilled bodies on a spit and boiled 
two girls alive, U.N. peacekeepers 
charged Wednesday, adding canni- 
balism to a list of atrocities allegedly 
carried out by one of the tribal groups 
fighting in northeast Congo. 

“Those responsible for atroci- 
ties will be brought to justice,” Gen. 
Patrick Cammaert, the U.N. com- 
mander in Congo, said as he present- 
ed a report on alleged abuses by the 
Patriotic Resistant Front of Ituri. 

Front militiamen were suspected 
of killing nine U.N. peacekeepers 
in a Feb. 25 ambush. On March 1, 
militiamen fired on peacekeepers, 
who fought back and killed up to 60 
fighters, U.N. officials said. 

Fighting in eastern Congo, where 
thousands die every month, has 
made it the worst humanitarian cri- 
sis in the world, overtaking Sudan’s 
Darfur region, the U.N.’s humanitar- 
ian chief said Wednesday, (ap)

N E w YO R K I Shares of Canadian tech 
standout Research In Motion Ltd. 
soared Wednesday after the maker 
of the ubiquitous Blackberry wire- 
less e-mail devices said it would 
pay $450 million to settle a patent 
infringement suit.

Offer expected to rise

N E W YO R K I Qwest Communications 
International Inc. is raising its offer 
to buy MCI Inc. to $8.5 billion, add- 
ing nearly half a billion dollars 
cash to its bid to scuttle the long- 
distance phone company’s merger 
with Verizon Communications Inc., 
a source familiar with Qwest’s plans 
said Wednesday. 

The sweetened offer, worth 
about $1.8 billion more than the 
current value of the Verizon deal, is 
expected to be submitted to MCI by 
Wednesday evening, the source said 
on condition of anonymity. All three 
companies declined comment. 

The Verizon-MCI deal calls 


for MCI’s board to make a deter- 
mination whether any rival bid is 
“superior.” If the deliberations lead 
to that conclusion, Verizon would 
have five days to respond with a 
counteroffer. 

Earlier Wednesday, Verizon sent 
a sharply worded letter to MCI ques- 
tioning Qwest’s predictions of huge 
savings and future growth from a 
potential Qwest-MCI combination, 
citing Qwest’s declining business 
and large debt load. 

Qwest has argued that its deal 
will generate three times as much 
savings as Verizon has promised, and 
that a Qwest-MCI deal would raise 
fewer objections from government 
officials concerned about lost com- 
petition. The savings include up to 
15,000 job cuts, or more than twice 
as many as Verizon plans, (ap)

NEW YORK I Frustrated with a 
languishing stock price, Viacom 
announced Wednesday that it is 
considering a plan to split into 
two companies to allow investors 
to value its businesses separately. 

Abreakup of the New York-based 
media conglomerate, whose prop- 


erties include CBS, MTV and the 
Paramount movie studio, would also 
solve the question of who would suc- 
ceed Sumner Redstone as CEO. 

Confirming a report on The Wall 
Street Journal’s Web site, Viacom 
said it was exploring splitting up 
into two entities: One anchored by 


fast-growing cable networks such 
as MTV, led by MTV chief Tom 
Preston; and another built around 
the broadcast businesses that would 
be run by CBS head Les Moonves. 

Preston and Moonves have been 
contending for the top job at Viacom 
since last June, when chief operat- 
ing officer Mel Karmazin left, trig- 
gering the two-way race, (ap)

Red Line to Get Manager 


Metro tests program to aid customer service 


WASHINGTON I Trying to improve 
safety, reliability and customer ser- 
vice, Metro is doing some manage- 
ment shuffling. 

A pilot program should begin 
this spring on the Red Line, which 
will get its own manager. Every 
worker from the cleaning crew to 
the engineers will report to that 
person. The new manager’s photo 
and e-mail address will be posted in 
stations, and customer complaints 
will be handled directly by the man- 
ager, with the help of the customer 
service department. 

Boston has a similar system for 
its subway lines, while New York has 


subway station managers. The Chief 
Operating Officer for rail, Steven 
Fell, came from the New York City 
Transit Authority. 

He said the management chang- 
es reorganizing and decentralizing 
Metro’s rail division are “the right 
road map.” 

“It highlights safety, it strength- 
ens customer service and hopefully 
gives them a better understanding 
that we’re focused on sustained reli- 
ability,” Feil said. 

Metro plans to add an Orange/ 
Blue Line manager and a Yellow/ 
Green Line manager by the end of 
the year, heather greenfield (ap)

Lab Error Cited in Anthrax Scare 


WASHINGTON I Federal officials 
began to sort through their han- 
dling of this week’s anthrax scare, 
which closed three mail facilities 
and prompted nearly 900 workers 
to take antibiotics. 

Problems included what appeared 


to have been a laboratory error that 
wrongly suggested the presence of 
anthrax at a Pentagon mail facility. 

The working theory is that employ- 
ees at the lab that did the initial test- 
ing, Commonwealth Biotechnology 
Inc., in Richmond, contaminated 


the Pentagon sample with actual 
anthrax used for comparison purpos- 
es, a Homeland Security Department 
official, speaking on condition of ano- 
nymity, said Wednesday. 

The Postal Service processing 
center reopened Wednesday; the 
Pentagon buildings are expected 
to reopen Thursday, (ap)

McGwire Plans to Testify 



Former ‘Bash Brother 
Canseco is denied 
immunity at hearing 

DOPING I Mark McGwire plans to 
comply with a subpoena and attend 
Thursday’s congressional hearing 
into steroid use in baseball, The 
Associated Press has learned. 

McGwire’s decision, revealed 
Wednesday by a representative of 
the former Oakland and St. Louis 
slugger who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, made it likely all six sub- 
poenaed players would attend the 
session on Capitol Hill. 

Less than 24 hours before the 
start of the highly anticipated 
hearing, Jose Canseco’s request 
for immunity was denied by the 
House Government Reform com- 
mittee, which also revealed that 
baseball’s drug-testing agree- 
ment contains a provision that test- 
ing would be “suspended immedi- 
ately” if the government conducts 
an independent investigation into 
drug use in baseball. 

Sen. John McCain, who has 


pushed for tougher rules, said the 
details of baseball’s proposed new 
agreement angered him. 

“I can reach no conclusion but 
that the league and the players’ 
union have misrepresented to me 
and to the American public the 
substance of MLB’s new steroid 
policy,” he said. 


Canseco’s lawyer said the former 
AL MVP will not be able to answer 
questions that would incriminate 
him. “It begs the question as to 
what they’re convening this hear- 
ing for,” Canseco’s lawyer, Robert 
Saunooke, said. “They effectively 
cut the legs off from underneath

Skewed online bets 
threaten reality 
TV’s surprise factor

Offshore bookie Sportsbook.com 
suspended betting on the winner 
of the seventh edition of “The 
Amazing Race” last week, citing 
unusual betting patterns on one 
team from accounts originating 
from California and Massachusetts 
over a 12 -hour period. 

“We saw a disproportionate 
amount of wagering coming in on 
them,” Sportsbook.com marketing 
director Alex Czajkowski said. 

This isn’t the first reality TV show 
spoiled by online bets. Betting was 
suspended for the two “Survivors,” 
the second “Bachelor” and the second 
‘Apprentice” after heavy — and accu- 
rate — wagers on the winners. 

But unlike “Survivor” and 
“Apprentice,” which have live fina- 
les, “Amazing Race” is pre-taped. 


(Warning: spoilers ahead!) 

Sportsbook.com stopped accept- 
ing wagers when “thousands and 
thousands and thousands of dol- 
lars” were bet on Uchenna and 
Joyce Agu, the married couple 
from Houston. 

“All of it was coming out of 
Massachusetts and California, 


which is kind of strange because 
they’re big media centers and ... 
not where Uchenna and Joyce 
come from,” said Czajkowski. 

“We don’t confirm nor deny any 
information and we allow the press 
to run inaccurate information about 
the results,” a CBS spokeswoman

A small Texas town 
is chosen as a future 
gateway into space 

Even skeptical locals, whoVe 
become wary over the years of 
city slickers with big ideas for their 
town, perkedupwhenAmazon.com 
founder Jeff Bezos made his pitch 
— a spaceport for commercial trav- 
el into the beyond. 

Bezos flew into the West Texas 
town of Van Horn a few weeks ago 
to tell key leaders how he planned 
to use his newly acquired 165,000 
acres of desolate ranch land. 

He also gave his only interview 
so far on the spaceport to the Van 
Horn Advocate, the weekly news- 
paper Larry Simpson runs from the 
back of his Radio Shack store. 

Over the next 30 to 40 minutes, 
Simpson said Bezos told him the 
goal of his venture — known as 
Blue Origin — was to send a space- 
ship into orbit that launches and 
lands vertically, like a rocket. 


“He told me their first space- 
craft is going to carry three people 
up to the edge of space and back,” 
Simpson said. “But ultimately, his 
thing is space colonization.” 

Bezos said Blue Origin would 
first build basic structures at the 
Texas site, such as an engine test 
stand, fuel and water tanks and 
an office building, then begin 
flight tests in six to seven years, 
Simpson said. 

Bezos has said 
nothing else pub- 
licly about his 
project. 

A Houston- 
based spokes- 
man for Blue 
Origin, which 
was incorpo- 
rated in September 2000 in 
Washington state, said there was 
“not much to see or tell” and that 
the project “won’t go anywhere any 
time soon.” 

Space colonization is a pretty 
big deal for the 3,000 or so resi- 
dents of Van Horn, many of whom 
believe the biggest thing to hap- 
pen in recent years was con- 
struction of a new truck stop on

Interstate 10. 

While Bezos’ spaceship plans 
were a surprise, his presence in 
Van Horn wasn’t. His private jet 
had been seen a number of times 
in the past year at the local air- 
strip as he scouted the area and 
purchased three ranches. 


On Bezos’ new property, the 
only noticeable change, residents 
say, are the new “No Trespassing” 
signs posted every mile or so on 
the rusty barbed wire cattle fences 
bordering Texas Highway 54. 

For Spanish-speaking residents 
like Manuel Baeaza, 47, who works 



at a marble mine in the moun- 
tains that adjoin Bezos’ prop- 
erty, the project known as “El 
Estacion” or “the station,” brings 
promise. “More jobs, it would be 
a blessing,” said Baeaza, who’s 
lived in the area for 14 years.

Death Sentence 


Criminal defense lawyer JERALYN MERRITT was online Wednesday and dis- 
cussed the sentencing of Scott Peterson | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


How many years will it be before 
Scott Peterson is executed? 

It will be a very long time before 
Peterson is executed. He may wait 
up to five years to be appointed a 
lawyer to file his first appeal to the 
California Supreme Court. This 
appeal is mandatory. A big reason 
for the delay is that there are too 
few lawyers willing to volunteer for 
the relatively low-paying job of rep- 
resenting death row inmates, and 
there are a lot of inmates. 

Is it true that once Peterson is on 
death row he cannot see or even 
talk to anyone on the outside except 
his lawyer? 

This may be true during his 
initial period at San Quentin 
while he is being evaluated, but I 
don’t believe that will be true per- 
manently. Certainly, his contacts 
will be severely limited. His par- 
ents eventually should be allowed 
to have periodic visits or telephone 
contact with him. 

Will Peterson be given the option of 
any type of death or are there reg- 
ulations? Could he, for instance, 


choose hanging or a firing squad? 

No, he cannot choose how he 
dies. California, like most states, 
provides that execution will take 
place by lethal injection. 

Can Peterson be interviewed by 
Barbara Walters or Diane Sawyer or 
Katie Couric while he’s in prison? 

That will depend on the rules 
at San Quentin. Other death row 
inmates have been allowed such 
interviews. Larry King interviewed 
Karla Faye Tucker. Geraldo Rivera 
interviewed Gary Graham. 

Can the jurors accept money 
from people wanting to get their 
stories? 

Yes. Ninety days after the ver- 
dict, jurors are free to accept gifts 
and money for information about 
the case.

D.C. puts on a red

OUT&ABOUTI Annual comedy fes- 
tivals dot the national landscape, 
but the District has for years had 
to do without, a victim of its but- 
ton-down image. 

Enter District resident Blaire 
Postman, who summoned her book- 
ing-agent skills and organized the 
first annual DC Comedy Fest, run- 
ning through Saturday at various 
local venues. 

“I’ve been to and part of come- 
dy festivals and events in other cit- 
ies,” Postman told Express. “And I 
hated the idea that they had that 
D.C. was made up of the legions of 
the humorless.” 

The festival takes aim at the city’s 
alleged lack of a funny bone with 
oodles of homegrown and nationally

Matias promises his 30 -minute 
vocal romp will be a festival must- 
see, filled with hilariously blue tunes 
he calls “crude, rude and crazy.” 


Also garnering gig time are sev- 
eral off-the-cuff jokesters, including 
hometown favorites Comedy Sportz, 
who deliver breakneck laughs, and 
on-the-spot musical composers 
Well Sung Players. Neutrino Video 
Project All- Stars, remarkably, cre- 
ate an improvised film before the 
audience’s very eyes. 

And be sure to check out acts 
like Chicago’s The Mike and Duane 
Show. They’ve been appropriately 
likened to the Jack Black vehicle 
Tenacious D and boast what’s got to 
be the globe’s sole rock opera based 
on ’80s flick “The Karate Kid.” 

The festival also features 


workshops to give amateur com- 
ics a chance to learn from the pros. 
There’s a class for every skill level, 
but comic newbies should opt for 
“Foundations” with Topher Bellavia, 
which offers an introduction to the 
art of improv. 

The festival’s featured acts may 
not have found fame and fortune 
yet, but Postman said many of these 
comics are on their way up. “[They] 
probably are people you’ll see on 
your television or movie screen one 
day soon,” she said, craig smith

RuPaul dresses for 
success, but better 
believe he works 

OUT & ABOUT I Living well may 
be the best revenge; we wouldn’t 
know. 

But living fabulously has got to 
be one of the better means of coping 
with growing up awkward, in the 
shadow of your parents’ disastrous 
marriage, in a town that will not 
love you (that’s you, San Diego). 

RuPaul Andre Charles has natu- 
rally come out on top. And he’s back. 
(For grammar mavens obsessed 
with pronoun usage vis-a-vis drag 
queens, RuPaul says, “I’m a dude. 
You call dudes ‘he,’ right?”) 

RuPaul is all about pushing 
buttons. Before embarking on the 
high-fashion phase that would 
cement his fame in the early ’90s, 
he experimented with any number 
of outre looks: a blackface “native” 
straight out of one of those cartoons 
they can’t show anymore, platinum 
tresses and a stars -’n’-bars mini 
in a love -you/hate -you nod to the 
Hotlanta that embraced him, and 
at least two kinds of blue-hair-and- 
halter- dress combos.

With the modeling and the 
talk shows and the movies and the 
fashion dolls and the blogging, it’s 
easy to forget that Ru also made 
his mark in music. He remade

Drums Along 
The Potomac 


The Kodo Drummers 
turn percussion into 
a very loud art form 

MUSIC I Half-naked, well-mus- 
cled men in loincloths pounding 
giant drums? No, this is not some 
men’s-movement sweat lodge or a 
racy nightclub party. This spectacle 
is courtesy of the Kodo Drummers 
of Japan, who rock Constitution 
Hall on Friday. 

And that sternum-rattling, 
floor- shaking shockwave comes 
from Japanese taiko drums. The 
instruments range in girth from 
snare-sized shime-daiko to the mas- 
sive odaiko, made from the trunk 
of the giant African Bubinga tree 
and weighing in at 882 lbs. 

Members of the Kodo drum 
troupe, calling on centuries of tra- 
ditional technique, manage to make 


their instruments sound like rain, 
wind or an earthquake at will. The 
percussion is supplemented by tradi- 
tional dance and vocals, plus instru- 
ments like the fue (a Japanese flute) 
and shamisen (a stringed instrument 
that loosely resembles a banjo). 

This is no dead art form. Taiko 
drumming originated in Japanese 
folk tradition, and is said to have 
been used to rattle enemies on the 
battlefield and drive away demons 
in religious rites. 

But modern taiko involves rigor- 
ous communal life in Kodo’s village 
on Sado Island. A two-year appren- 
ticeship is followed by a yearlong 
training period, after which a pro- 
spective member maybe invited to 
join the group. 

While some pieces are based on 
traditional rhythms, the company 
also commissions pieces by mod- 
ern composers as well as its own

Steve Earle came by 
everything, including

MUSIC I There are bad boys. 

And then there are boys who 
are stone in love with the idea of 
being bad. So in love that they’re 
drunk on it, nearly all the time. 

That’s Steve Earle. The “hard- 
core troubadour” could’ve taken 
the easy route to respectability.

Club on Saturday night — but not 
too much. 

He still loves to pick a fight. 
Three years ago, he raised hackles 
for daring to imagine “American 
Taliban” John Walker Lindh as a 
person rather than a monster. Last 
summer’s “The Revolution Starts . . . 
Now” flipped off the FCC, confessed 
to a crush on Condi Rice and pegged 
Iraq as a “Rich Man’s War.” 

He has questionable moments, 
sure. In recent years, he’s started 
singing way up in his nose, just to 
let you know how hard he means 
it; and sometimes you’d think he 
wouldn’t know how to eat breakfast 
if Dylan hadn’t done it first. 

He’s changed a lot over the years 
— done every kind of roots music 
from country to rock to bluegrass to 
reggae — but one thing he’s always 
known. As he sang on his 1986 
debut, he’s got a fearless heart. 

We could use a few more of those.

MUSEUMS I It doesn’t get the play 
or the press of that more famous 
biennial up in New York. But 
where the Whitney is overwhelm- 
ing and interesting, D.C.’s own 
Corcoran Biennial is precise and 
life -changing. 

This year, curator of contempo- 
rary art Jonathan P. Binstock and 
associate curator Stacey Schmidt 
explode the boundaries of possibil- 
ity by doing away with the defin- 
ing concept of media and bringing 
the exhibition, in the words of this 
year’s theme, “Closer to Home.” 

That’s why you’ll see Corcoran 
School professor Colby Caldwell’s

For Sandra Bullock, 
‘Miss Congeniality W’ 
is a girlfriend movie 

SEQUELS I Sandra Bullock is keen- 
ly aware of the pitfalls of sequels. 
Remember “Speed 2”? So it was with 
some hesitation that she decided to 
revisit Gracie Hart, the undercover 
FBI agent-turned-beauty pageant 
contestant in “Miss Congeniality 2: 
Armed and Fabulous.” 

But the native Virginian felt it 
was the right thing to do — and the 
right time to do it. For one thing, 
it was a way to get back into act- 
ing after a self-imposed 18 -month 


sabbatical: “I didn’t know what was 
going on in my life anymore or what 
time I liked to get up in the morn- 
ing,” she recalled. 

The idea in the sequel, Bullock 
said, was to have the story move for- 
ward — it’s set three weeks after the 
end of the first film — yet remain 
true to the spirit of the original. 

Bullock was happy to reprise the 
lovable yet graceless undercover 
agent in the sequel as Gracie con- 
tends with issues of fame and identi- 
ty. In trying to catch a gang of bank 
robbers, Gracie’s cover is blown by 
an overzealous customer who rec- 
ognizes her from the pageant. Her 
superiors realize their star agent is

too identifiable and they reassign 
her to public relations duties, equip- 
ping her with a personal stylist and 
sending her out on the road as the 
public face of the FBI. 

The awkward tomboy becomes a 
diva, much to the annoyance of Sam 
(Regina King), the agent assigned to 
guard her. When two friends from 
the pageant are taken hostage in 
Las Vegas, Gracie and Sam come 
to realize that they can break the 
kidnapping case — if they don’t kill 
each other first. 

Bullock liked that it was a female 
buddy-comedy ratherthan aroman- 
tic comedy.
